ment the importance' of taking a calm 
and reasonable view of the situation. 
'*"DuHhg the past few years we have 
grown accustomed to the intemijcrato 
declamation of local politicians. We 
Lave beard men, -wlio were 'quiet and 
,<^»S(Sdnable enough on .other .^^bjecjs, 
boil with rage if any one ventured to 
suggest that anything less than the 
f ','ljoud" should be accepted. When 
Ciibrd DoFFKRiN came ho -was received 
with a peremptory demand for the 
"Carnakvox Terms or Separation." 
It was deemed high treason for any 
one to presume to suggest that perhaps 
a: shorter. or better route than that 
. .via Bute Inlet might bo discovered by 
the engineers. When the steel rails 
which were imported by tlieMACKKKZiK 
^Governriicnt for the Island railway 
were in course of removal the 
!;;SpabliQ mind was greatly agi- 
^tdftednl^^he<^ last local aml 'J)o- 
minion elections hero were run on 
issue of the Cau.varvon terms or 
•Reparation and were carried in favor of 
the enforcement of tiiat demand. The 
local government, the Dominion incin- 
bersand two-thirds of the members of 
tiic local House stand pledged to that 
•^'disinand; biit we have yet to see the 
;,§jf8t;^tep on the part of the Dominion 
or fitiyi other government to carry out 
that agreement; or of any person in 
power hero to secure it. The govern- 
. ment which 18 months since were loud 

■ in their dpmand for the fulfilment of 
.Qijie^'Jiond," cannot produce a single 

djpgatch sent during the recess to re- 
mind" Canada of her obligations. We 
do not mention these facts in a spirit 
of reproach; but refer to thorn because 
they furnish us with a text for this 

■ article, and because we think we can 
fairly claim to-day that the most ener- 

' getic stickler for the Oabnarvos terms 
is apparently convinced that their ful- 
filment is beyond the capacity of the 
finances of the Dominion to accomplish. 
Had the country realized that fact five 
or six years ago, in place of making im- 
possible demands on a treasury that 
<ifor4he,'past four years has experienced 
'a .ate/of from $1,500,000 to §2,000,- 
^*dOO' each"'year, it would have been 
better for all concerned. In the light 
of what has taken place since Sir JouN 
. Macdonald returned to ofEce we may 
y safely say that Canada is not even now 
in a position to fulfil the Carnarvon 
terms. The best she can do in the face 
of a House not overfond of the Pacific 
toEroyince:and^ai depleted : treasury on 
which there are.inany drafts is to bc- 
.gin and push -to rapid completion a sec- 
:ti6n ofthe niain line. The expendi- 
ture will be very large. The 127 miles 
v under contract- will cost upwards of 
~" $9,000,000. The engineers are on the 
' ground, and ' the contractor is on the 
point of engaging laborers and import- 
ing plant. Business shows signs of re- 
vival, and men who had almost given 
up in despair have begun to hope. But 
it is known' that the Dominion Gov- 
''■'eWiment require a guarantee for their 
expenditure. They want to bo sure 
(.^thatfjjin undertaking to expend within 
|fieyprovince during the next" few' years 
^^''tfs'um of money aggregating not less 
thaii' 835,000,000 (for it will cost that 
. sum to carry the line from Burrard 
Inlet to the Rocky Mountains) they 
• . ..will receive in exchange for that ex- 
^, ;'Jiend|ttire lands of fair marketable 
vafue; ' The original terms' of union call 
for the cession of a 20-raile belt on 
ieither side of the line of railway; and 
the Carnarvon Terms do not vary the 
obligation in that particular; but there 
exists an Act of the Canadian Parlia- 
ment passed in 1874 in which the 
privilege is claimed by the Dominion 
Government discarding any lands con- 
. tigu^us' to the lino of railway that 
.,may. not be of fair average value, and 
^by*- selecting in any other part of the 
Province lands that may be of ."satisfac- 
tory quality. It is under this Act, 
we believe, that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment i^havp made a demand for the 
iHi -triinsfer to'tKeit'confidential agent, in 
'* trust, of all the public, lands in the 
Province from which to select the 
tracts they may require to compensate 
them. It ought to be patent to all that 
if there be no railway the public lands 
of the Provirico will possess little or no 
value; and when the cost of survey and 
vr,, ^ther. expenses incurred in preparing 
'them for market and the expenditure 
f.i '. on rood accoitnt aro considered, abso- 
' lutoly no profit has yet accrued to the 
^, Province from their sale. If the Do- 
' minion GoTcrnment take these lands in 
charge they will have the greatest pos- 
isiblejpducement to sell them speedily 
lib actual settlers, who will immediately 
"become important contributors to the 
lecal revenue while the Province will 
bo saved tho expense of making roads 
to and surveying tho lands — which 
■;; must be dofio by tho Dominion. 

We are surprised that the Govern- 
ment at James Bay-^who have now- 
rA5 Jbad *hp Yprpppsition ; before them for 
'"■■ k period of'-'about four weeks — - 
f- have not brought it downto the Houbc. 
Public opinion by this time should liave 
. ,heen thoroughly canva.sscd and form- 
'■• ed upon the merits of the demand; and 
moreover, the Oovernjuqntshould have 
Alii announced their policj.{ilong:ago.:A iThe 
position U one that admits of neither 



trifling nor delay. In our opinion, the 
Dominion Government cannot be cen- 
sured for declining to accept 127 mile.i 
of barren rock where a potato cannot 
bo raised and where a bird can scarcely 
pick .up a living, and any attempt 
to hold them to tho letter of 
,t^&.origuial<i^ms orof .tii^iCamarvon 
terms will prove disastrous to^raihvay 
construction ia the Province. If the Do- 
minion were a foreign power that 
sought to acquire our laud.g by con- 
quest or trea'-y, the case wcnld be very 
different; but tho demand is made as 
muchjln the interest of the Province 
as of the Confederotiori, and lands that 
are now worthless, because unoccupied, 
will be administered to our everlasting 
benefit and profit. This, we claim, is 
tho proper spirit in which to look at 
the Dominion demand, and were the 
proposition (as we understand it) sub- 
mitted to tho country to-morrow Ave 
feel confident,-^ if- it be hedged in with 
proper guarantees and.safeguards, that 
it will -be 'accepted • by an almost unani- 
niousyoicei ' | * 

D J STRICT APPROPlilA TIONS. 

There was weeping and wailing 
in the legislative liall on Friday. The 
lugubrious faces of tho honorable 
members a.s, one after another, they 
rose and relieved their overburdened 
hearts, were piteous to contemplate 
from tho reporters' gallery. A stran- 
ger dropping in would have thought 
that a funeral was in progress ; that 
some great and good man — say Mr. 
Speaker — had been suddenly snatched 
away, and that tho honorable members 
in imitation of the-Boman senators of 
old, iiad gathered about Caesar's 
bier, to weave chaplets to his memory 
and recount the vii-tues of the depart- 
ed statesman. From every seat there 
arose a prolonged liowl; every member 
had a grievance — a tale of woe to un- 
fold—to which he drew t;ho attention 
of the House.: Every member com- 
plained that his district had been ne 
glected in tho matter of appropriations. 
From Cariboo to Nanairao a universal 
chord of distress was struck. Bridges 
rotting, roail.M impassable, cribbing 
disappearing. All the groat improve- 
ments wliich the providence of a for- 
mer governmont effected, going to the 
"domnition bow-wows" and no 
money voted for their repair 
The ministers, in reply, sang, 
the weary refrain of "next year." They 
sang it last year and the year before, 
and tiiey will aing it again till tho 
verses shall bo iexhaUuted,. and then 
they will sing them over again. We 
extend our sympathies to the suffering 
districts, but wo contemplate tho pa- 
roxysms of grief of some of the represen- 
tatives with a feeling of stolid com- 
placency. The thick-and-thiu supporters 
of the Government might have obtain- 
ed justice for their constituents. There 
was a time when' they might have 
secured a fair division of the public 
monies; but they threw themselves at 
the feet of the ministry without exact- 
ing terms and their servility has met 
with customary indifferenceand neglect. 
A government of the People should be 
conducted in the iQtereBts,;.o£ the Peo- 
ple, and not iii ' that of politiciana 
Tuns of tears shed now on the floor of 
the House would not wash out the 
error nor induce the Government to 
yield. They have got the supplies for 
another year, which were all they 
wanted. 

THE "GROSS INSULT." 

The public aro patiently awaiting the 
sequel to the attorney general's hys- 
terical outburst on Thursday in regard 
to tho so-called insult of tho Bench to 
His Highiiiightiness. No parish beadle 
who greatly magnified his office ever 
made a more conspicuous exhibition of 
himself than did the premier on Thurs- 
day. Wo aro not surprised that he has 
failed to refer to it since; but we are 
surprised that tho judges have not re- 
quested the return of their judgments 
after the tirade of abuse to which they 
were subjected by tho leader of the 
Government. The fact of the matter 
ia Mr. Walkem always imagines that 
Bomo one is trying to "sit upon him," 
and regarding himself as a deeply- 
injured individual ho neglects no oppor- 
tunity of ventilating his grievanca He 
is a kind of political Mrs. Gummidge, 
and his wail on Thursday called to 
mind that estimable old party's solilo- 
quay: "I'm a lone lorn creetur and 
everythink goes contrairy to me, and 
I goes contrairy to everybody. I feol it 
more than other people do and I shows 
it more. It's my misfortin'. If things 
must go contrairy with me, and I must 
go contrairy to myself, let me go con- 
trairy in my parish. Dan'l, I'd- better go 
into the house and die and bo a rid- 
dance." 

THE ROAD TOLLS. 

The House re-enacted the road tolls 
bills of last session yesterday. One 
cent per pcJund is collectable on all 
goods except railroad plant and ma- 
terial leaving Yale. Mv. Mar.v has 
given notice of a motion when the Bill 
comes up for third readily on Monday 
of a toll of two' cents per fl). on rice. 
This motion will test' the sincerity of 
professed Chinese liaters in the House. 
Wo go in for a five cent toll on that 
descri)ition of food.

Truoth, tho accreditod|age«t of the Dom- 
ini6n Oovommont, relative to tho pro- 
posed conveyance of Provincial Lands to 
tho Dominion Oovernment for Hailw.iy 
purposes, should bo laid before the 
H0U.S0 at tho first reading of the Bailway 
Lands Reservation Bill, No. 0, or sooner 
if possible. 

Hon. Mr. Walkeni had un objection. 
.Resolution passed. 

.SCUOOLS, HOSPITAL AND OAOL. 

Mr. Drummoncl had innoli pleasure in 

presenting the'committoe's report on the 
public schools. Royal Hospital and gaol. 
The aoliools weru found in a satisfactory 
condition ao far a.i attendance, teaching, 
efficiency. Sec, were concerned. Certain 
alterations in blackboards, clnss-roonia and 
niain aohool-roonis were recommended to 
meet the wishes of trustees; and further 
that a fee should be imposed on pupils at- 
tending the High School. Tho report on 
tho hospital rcconiniendod that the insti- 
tution should be more under Oovernment 
control. On the gaol that steps should be 
taken to remove it to the City Council 
biiildini; and the piesont site sold, 
&c. The recomniendationa specified in 
the report were (ho thought) worthy of 
the careful consideration of the govern- 
lueht. Much pains had been talcen in 
drawing them up. 

Mr.' 'MrqjraB stated that the report on 
she gaol had been brought in by the chair- 
man. Tho other ineinbers of tho cuni- 
mittee knew nothing about it. 

Mr. McGillivray thought it discourteous 
'to bring in matter that had not been 
t submitted to the committoo. 

Mr. Ash had not had an opportunity of 
considering a portion of the report sub- 
mittied to" the House. So far as tho Royal 
Hospital wa.i concerned it would be a mis- 
take for tho government to Uikc full 
charge of it. Before long the general 
question of hospitals woukl have to be 
considered; it would tlierefore ho unwise 
to make any change at present. Ho did 
not ithink it right for the gaol autlioritios 
"tS^fnirhanda'to work to cloahso and 
renovate the gaol premises immodiatoly 
after the appointment of a committoo to 
visit it. They ought to have been seen in 
their evei-yd.ay condition. So far a.s ho 
knew tlie committee had had no oppor- 
tunity of considering the question of 
renioying the gaol. Tho iichool report 
touched on matters that did not pertain 
to it, tliuB interfering witli tlio business of 
the school cumniitlcu of investigation. 
The report should Jiavo boon confined to 
the^96ntlitionjT>f ibuildings, &c. . , 
^•'HSri" 'Mr."^ Willkem AvaiYle'd '"to know 

• whether the committee recommended tho 

• imposition of fees on high school pupils. 
' Mr, Helgeson tliought it advisable to 
charge a fee. People wlio sent pupils to 
the high school were generally well able 
to assist in supporting such an institution. 

il MMP^ jBrown said there had been 
some mistaue in not getting the members 
of tho committee together. Tho report 
ought to b(i referred back to the conunit- 
toe for further consideration. 

Hon. M?. Walkem did not consider it a 
report of 'tho committoo. He supposed 
the chapman .considered himself not only 
•anfembM.foij VtKB city but an occupant 
still of tlie civic chair (laughter) or he 
would not havorecommonded tho removal 
of tho gaol to tho City Hall. 

Mr. Drummond remarked that every 
member of the committee could not be 
got together. Some could not attend and 
others would not. He had notified tliem 
repeatedly. He was of opinion tliat tho 
gaol had better be removed to some other 
locality and thought the municipal build- 
^ing was tho proper place. 

' Considerable amusing chafl" was here 
indulged in between the chairman of the 
visiting comniitteo and other members. 

Mr. McGillivray finally moved in 
amendment that tho portion of the gaol 
report pertaining to the removal of the 
building bo struck out. 

Mr. Williams conaider<^d it the best 
■'■part of the report. The gaol site was 
,i|{4mj^le. , and would , ppy for.rlnuisal to 
Bomo 'otKbr locality— the Indian reserve for 
instance. 

Mr. Smithe remarked that as tho school 
report and portions of the others wore not 
' objected ''to they might bo adopted. 
Sending it back to committee ■ would kill 
the whole of it. 

Mr. E. Brown's niulion was finally ear- 
ned, and the report referred back to com- 
mittee.

Mr. Ash asked whether his resolution, 
notice ,of which was given yesterday, 
would bo in order now, so as to be incor- 
porated with tho Supply Bill.

Efon."Sr!'Walkom in inoving"the second 
reading of this bill explained at some 
length the reasons for its introduction in 
place of a somewhat similar bill of last 
'session that had boon 'disallowed at Ot- 
^tSwa." It was nbw propoaod to collect the 
'^'_^i^^at^]th'o JIAJ^i^ • bridge 
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instead of at Yale and Clinton. Tho road 
would then boporfectlj" free from one end 
to tho other with tho exception of the 
bridge.^ 2^0 ono.. would contend tliat the 
Icgislatiilte^idiiQfchold the power to im- 
pose a tax oniits owii? roads" for the pur- 
pose of fraiaing revenue for the mainten- 
ance of the road. Ho was of opinion that 
no road tolls should ever have been im- 
posed, and he refused to join ono govern- 
ment until a promise hud, been given 
that the ,road tolls should bo ' abolished. 
The latW 'gOYSrnmbnti ltdd 'seen fit, no 
doubt in the best interests of tho country, 
to re-inipose them, and as a matter of ex- 
pediency it was considered adviaablo to re- 
tain them, at least for tho present. Tho 
Dominion Government wished to have 
railway supplies exempted; but this could 
not bo complied with. Bettor take away 
the gates • altogether than comply with 
such a demiind. The contractors would 
not complain about paying toll on sup- 
plies if tho item of hay were oxoinptod, 
Ono cent per pound would, he was in- 
formed, make a difference of $30,000 or 
$40,000 per annum. This however might 
be considered in committee, Tho con- 
tractors were honorable and upright gon- 
tloinon who were anxious to meet reason- 
able oxpectations, aa their libenal scale of 
wages just advertised, fully proved; but 
if this toll wore ant.agonistic to their in- 
terests, as a matter of course thoy would 
bring all tho influence possible to beai: on 
tho Ottawa authorities for tho purpose of 
defeating it. 

Mr. ftiara wished to know whether tho 
attoriioy-gonoral would send down the re- 
port of tho luiniator of justice on the dis- 
allowance of tho last bin. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said aa application 
could bo made to theLieut.-Governor for 
tho paper ; but lie was not prepared to re- 
commend it. 

Mr. Ferguson thought that road tolls 
would interfere with railway construction, 
and being a burden on tho people of tho 
upper country they ought to bo blotted 
out of the statute book. It was very un- 
fair that tho part of tho province which 
hnd called into oxistonce the trunk road 
should be made to pay so niucli toward.s 
its maintainance, wliile Victoria, which 
would have boon nothing without the 
Frasor and the mines, paid so little. He 
was entirely in favor of taking off road 
tolls altogether and would therefore vote 
against the second reading. 

Mr. Wilson took exception to tho view 
of the hon. momber for Cariboo and enter- 
ed into statistics to show that only a small 
proportion of mercliandizo, about three- 
oightha, found its way into the upper coun- 
try above Yole. 

Mr, Williams would like to have road 
tolls aDoliahed if tho country could af- 
ford it. 

Mr. Mata could not see the justice of 
taking tho toll off one portion of the road 
and doubling it on another. It was most 
unfair to make people who used only 50 
miles of tho road pay as much as those 
who used the whole of it. 

Mr. Walkem — They would not object 
to it. 

Mr. Mara — Perluips not, but it is none 
tho less unfair. When otlior parts of tlie 
province hare excellent roads entirely 
free it is very hard upon Vale to p.ay this 
tax. 

Mr. Vernon would not go over tiio 
ground that had been so repeatedly tra- 
versed in discussing this subject. It would 
he just as fair for tljo Government tu put 
a heavy toll on tho Esquimalt road on ac- 
count of dry dock cbnstrueiion as to put 
on this toll ill order to tax railroad ma- 
terial. Tho trunk road was a provincial 
one— not for Yale merely, but for the 
wliolo counti-y and should bo sustained 
accordingly. Unfortunately Yale must 
bo made to pay much more than their 
share. But it was no use argtiing the 
point. Tlie bill would go through wlioth- 
cr it bo disallowed afterwards or not. 

Mr. Bennett was sure that this extra 
t^ix would be heavily felt, but the ques- 
tion h.a<l been so well argued that ho 
would not occupy tho time of the House 
further. 

The bill was thou road a 8r>cond time 
and committed. Mr. Helg«sen in tho chair. 

Mr. Mara moved an amendment that a 
tAX of two cents per pound be levied on 
rice. His object in so doing was to pro- 
tect tho white population and farmers and 
get at tho Chinese. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem objected. Such an 
amendment would kill tho bill as it would 
interfere with tho Dominion customs. 
This tho mover knew vorj' well. If prac- 
ticable he would support it. It would bo 
better to meet the diflSculty by bringing 
in a soparato bill. , / 

Mr. Mara , did ,not..-thirilc/j[-tho amend- 
ment would kill tiie bill. ''^Xt'any rate he 
would like to hoar the question discussed. 

Mr. Smitho was of opinion that tho at- 
tention of the Dominion Government 
aiiould be called to this subject with a 
view to getting the bill allowed. On Cas- 
siar trails everything had to pay. If tho 
Government could put in one cent per 
pound, why not two cents. A groat deal 
had been said with regard to reaching the 
Chinese and protecting farmers and white 
labor. It was tho duty of every member 
to vote for the amendment. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that there was 
greatdifUculty in making tho Minister of 
Justice undorstandall thoparticularsof such 
matters. Ho was satisfied that tho amerid- 
mont would kill tho bill. It ought to be 
brought down in a separate one. 

Mr. Mara remarked that it would be 
several months before the bill could bo 
disallowed and in tho meantime a con- 
siderable amount of tax would bo collect- 
ed. The House would meet again in eight 
montliH when it might bo re-enacted. 
■ Mr. Wilson would like to see tho amend- 
ment pass if it would not jeoparadize 
tho bill. He knew, that differential 
duties would not ■ b,o' kllowed. Eastern 
people did not feel" tho" 'Chine'sb evil to 
auch an extent as it was felt here. 

The finance minister said the Govern- 
ment would bo very glad to impose tho 
tax but the^ had not the power, inasmuch 
as it would inter/ero with trade and com- 
merce; ■/ ^ 

Mr. Mara — Yoii don't want to tax the 
Chinamen, that's what's the matter. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon said if a special tax 
could bo put on rice, it could also bO im- 
posed on liquors or any other article. If 
tho hon. momber for Yale would intro- 
duce a separate bill to put atax of 2 cents 
on ricQ he (Mr. B.) would give it his 
hoarty support. But he thought the in- 
sertion of tho provision in this bill would 
imperil the whole measure. 

Mr. Mara said that in order tomoct tho 
views of the Government he would with- 
draw Iiis amendment so that it might be in-, 
troducod in a distinct form. ' ■ ■ ' ' 

Mr. Smitho failed to see that there was 
ono word of common seiiBC in the argu- 
ment of the members and supporter.') of 
tho Government. The House was given 
power to impose tolls to riuse a snfBcient 
revenue to keep thaa'Oiulinisrtlor.^.They 
were permitted to. place a toll of one cent 
on rico, but if that failed to raise aufHcient 
revonuo there could bo no logical reason 
why 2 centsahould not be imposed to make 
up tho deficit. It could not bo said that 
the oxtriviglLwaB intended solely to reach 
the plunese, , becausb '^tdlj i^hitei co^aumors 
of •Ti6eTrould'KaVo^to''i>ay'in tn'o' same 



ratio. It was not probable that tho Do- 
minion Goverhnientn^oUldiseetin] advance 
that the tax w-as 'especially intended to 
affect the Chinsse. 

Hon Mr. Walkoni said ho would intro- 
duce the amendment in the form of a 
separate bill if bethought there was a 
reasonable cliance of its being allowed. 

The clause then poaaed without amond- 
ment.'f ■■ ' • -;, ...^.iti.ri 

Clause 2, providing that all railway 
plant and material shall be exempt from 
the toll, passed without debate and tho 
bill was then reported complete. 

The House then atljourned until Mon- 
day at 2 p.m.

The fulHox't of the memorial of the 
British Columbia Presbytery, relativo to 
roligioua exorcises in tho public schools of 
the Province, is before us. Tho memorial 
sets forth that "Righteousness oxaltoth a 
nation" and that tho pre-ominenca of 
Great Britain amongst the great nations 
is in a large measure attributable to the 
fact of her recognition of Diviae Pro- 
vidence and the practice of Christian faith 
and in that belief tho memorialists contend 
that the Province would do woll to follow 
tho example set them by tho mother 
country, especially in the department of 
school education. They also oxpreas deep 
regret that a now regulation has boon ad- 
opted by tho government of our public 
schools prohibiting exercises of a rolig- 
io\i3 nature and state that they are dooply 
impressed with the importance of restor- 
ing the rules which provided that tho 
schools should be opened and closed with 
an invocation for Divine blessings. Tho 
mcinorialist.M, whilst having no tlosiro to 
oonipyl any persoii to take part in these 
exercises, refuse to countenance any sys- 
tem that may preclude participation there- 
in, inasmuch aa they believe there is just 
as great persecution in preventing tho 
performance of religious duty as in on- 
forcing it. They, therefore, pray that 
the educational system may have restored 
to it a recognition at least of Divine pro- 
vidence.

Ho 
was in a carriage. Tho windows were 
smashed in upon him, and his coach- 
man was badly hurt. At Hull the 
electors picked up the chairs at a meet- 
ing and threw them at tho speakers. 
It was the "genial showman" of Amer- 
ica who confessed to that kind of a re- 
ception from a. delighted . audience. 
The Hull- men, it seems, were not 
pleased, ■ nor were tho candidates and 
the reporters. They escaped under a 
shower of chairs. The back doors of 
the hall had been left conveniently open. 
At Derby the electors met in tho chief 
assembly rooms of the town at night. 
The partisans. Liberals and, Conserva- 
tives, got too close to.eacli'other. The 
"orating" was variSd 'witt' series of 
fights. At last some ono put the gas 
out. The free and independents grew 
mad at this and tore wildly at each 
other in the dark. Some of these poli- 
tical students were badly hurt Mr. 
Joseph Cowen, the famoua member for 
Newcastle-on-Tyno, at a meeting in a 
hall which would only hold 3,000 elec- 
tors, was accidentally crushed against a 
balustrade by tho 5,000 who tried to 
enter the building. Ho lies at homo 
in bed seriously ill. 

As I have pointed out in a previous 
letter ; there is no monopoly of moral- 
ity on either side, either us regards 
bribery or the recognition of tho rights 
of free speech. Some of tho great 
meetings are models of regularity and 
fairness. But we should not properly 
appreciate this high and noble exercise 
of liberty if the dignity of voting was 
not varied with the "horao play" of tho 
rough and rotten eggs of the scoffer.
